OUR CIVILISATION 


Electricity and 
Civilisation 

It is not uncommon for distinguish- 
ed guests at the annual dinner ‘of the 
Institution of Electrical 'inginecra to 
State that the benefits of civilisation 
are primarily duc“to the efforts of the 
assembled — members. The practice 
must be infectious, since, at this year’s 
function, which was held at the Hotel 
Cecil, London, on Thursday, February 
7, under the presidency of Lieut.- 
Colonel Kenelm Edgcumbe, practically 
every speaker, including the President 
and Mr. W. B, Woodhouse, pointed this 
moral and, more or Jess felicitously, 
adorned the tale. 

Licut.-Colonel C. B. Levita, Chair- 
man of the London County Council, as 
a layman temporarily presiding over 
the fortunes of the 6,000,000 inhabit- 
ants of the metropolis, expressed ad- 
miration of the wark of the Institu- 
tion, though he wondered whether the 
vast devclopments which had taken 
Place might not be due to tho extra- 
ordinary advanco of education, or 
rather to the increase in the amount 
of money spent on it, since that scom- 
ed to be hin criterion. In this connee- 
tion, he pointed out that, as on educa- 
tion authority, the London County 
Council wore indebted to the Institu- 
tion for their acceptance of certain 
diptomas in leu of the Associate Mem- 
bership eramination, and for their 
scheme of Natlonal Cortificntes, of 
which last yonr Londoners obtained 100 
out ‘of the total of 400 granted. 

In roply, the Preaidont, after statin 
that tho Princo of Walos hud consented 
to become an Honorary Momber of the 
Institution, touk the Ilne that if civil= 
Iention wore # disonso, ns Horio held, 
then the grenter use of electricity was 
the only remedy. Ho pointed out that 
while the generat level of prices was 
WO por cont. higher than pre-war, the 
price of cloctricity was allghUy lower, 
in spite of tho fact that the cost o 
coal had gond up 80 per cont, 


Mr. W. B. Woodhouse’s remarks in 
proposing “Our Guests” were directed 
to show that the use of electricity en- 
abled us to make better use of every 
one of our senses in a greater or less 
degree, while, in reply, the Earl of 
Clarendon, Chairman of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, said that 
the founders of the Institution had 
justly earned the title of prophets by 
recognising its true scope even in the 
early days. The spread of broadcast- 
ing, which electrical engineers had 
rendered possible, must have an enor- 
mous effect on education and on 
stimulating international comity. The 
whole proceedings were of a very suc- 
cessful nature, and we understand that 
the attendanco surpassed all previous 
records.

IRISH RAILWAYS 


A Rapid Crisis 
Impending 
INTERESTING FIGURES 


According to “The Timea” of Jan- 
vary 21, a crisis is impending in the 
affairs of the Irish Free State Rail- 
ways. Since tho amalgamation brought 
about by the Railways Act of July 23, 
1924, traffic receipts have fallen heavily 
and steadily, and some weeks ago this 
fact was recognised by a reduction of 
some £70,000 a ycar in the valuation 
of the companies’ property. To meet 
the situation, the Great Southern Rail- 
way Company is demanding a 10 per 
cent. reduction in wages, notices of 
dismissal having been served on 130 


Representative Willis C. Hawley, of 
Oregon, Chairman of the House of Re- 
presentatives Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, who is working for a high 
tariff. 


locomotive men and 140 shopmen at 
Dublin, Cork and Limerick, and it is 
proposed to alter many miles in the 
western and southern districts to single 
track. The Great Southern Railway 
works 2.187 miles of railway, owns 570 
locomotives, 1,664 passenger coaches, 
and 12,671 goods wagons. For the 
year ending December 31, 1927, its re- 
ccipts per mile were given as £2,013, 
and the working expenses as 85 per 
cent. of. the receipts. A “History of 
Railways in Irctand” by Mr. J, C. 
Conroy was published last year, and 
gives o valuable summary of the 
growth of the Irish railway system 
from the economic point of view, Again 
and again he refers to the difficulties 
which have confronted the railway com- 
panies; diffigulties which do not affect 
railway sysfems of other countgies. 
The railwag¢s of Irctand are placed in 
the unusual] position that they supply 
the wants of a decreasing population.

The Imperial Tobacco 
Co., Ltd’s Affairs 


PROFIT OF £9,599,706 


From the preliminary figures of the 
Imperial Tobacco Company (of Great 
Britain and Ireland), Ltd. issued on 
Jnnuary 22 last, the “Financial News” 
was able to dstimate a profit for the 
year to October 31 last of £9,699,608, 
as against a general estimate of over 
£10,000,000. The full revort is now 
available, and, as the profit theroin 
disclosed is £9,599,706, our shot was 
not far short of the mark says the 
some journal in a recent issue. The 
figure now officially announced is in- 
deed a record, being £371,910 in excess 
of the 1926-1927 total. Although the 
dividend was increased by 1 per cent. 
to 26 per cent. tax free, the surplun 
of profits over allocations and dis 
tributions was. £72,392 higher than 
previously, at £210,050, by which 
amount the carry-forward is increas. 
ed to £1,169,098. 

General reserve ceived £500,000, 
as before, making that fund £7,500,000, 
To this handsome figure there is add. 
ed a further £4,000.600, which is trans- 
ferred from contingencies and leaf 
fluctuations accounts, making £11,500,- 
000, and at the same time indicating 
greater confidence in the stability of 
the commodity. It is from this en- 
larged reserve fund that £7,487,924 is 
belng capitalised, in the form of a ane- 
in-four scrip bonus which will bring 
the total issued Ordinary capital to 
£37,439,621. To maintain last year’s 
dividend on this increased capital 
would call for an extra £1,946,860, 
equivatent to n profit of £11.646,566 if 
reserve ollocations are maintained on 
previous levels. : 

It is, perhaps, only the optimists 
who will look for auch a performance. 
The mild pessimists, however, must, 
we feel, anticipate that Jast year’s 
profit, fivure will at least be main- 
tained. in which case, and on the in- 
ereaned capital, a taxfree dividend of 
211% per cant. would just be possible, 
assuming reserves to reccive the same 
as in the recent past. It must be re- 
ealled that, of the total of 26 per cent. 
distributed last year, 7% per cent. or 
1s. 6d. per share, was termed “bonus.” 
making the net “dividend” paid 18% 
per cent. Possibly this is the rate 
which the Board is confident of be- 
ing able tr maintain, even on the in- 
ereased capital, any extra distribution 
which it many be possible to make be-~ 
ing rerarded as a “bonus,” and to be 
thankfully receive? as such by share 
holders.

{TRADE DEPRESSION 


Result of Certain 
_ Policies 


Our present trade depression is as 
much the result of certain policies as 
is the prosperity which Franca is now 
enjoying and which the United 
States have been onjoying for some 
years past. Certain policies lead in- 
evitably to disaster, just os others lead 
to certain prosperity. How is it that 
this country, almost alone amongst all 
hor rivals, has had cight years of con- 
tinuous trade depression with the 
largest number of unemployed in the 
world? How is it that in spite of the 
devastation of her northern provinces 
during the war, in which one-third of 
her productive resources were des- 
troyed by the German armies, the 
French nation has been able to xegain 
and even surpass her pre-war condi- 
tion with not only no unemployed, but 
with the full employment of over 
1,600,000 foreign operatives? How is 
it that Belgium and Italy, which 
suffered far more than we did during 
the war, have also escaped the scourge 
of unemployment? How was it that 
the United States from 1920 to 1922 
suffered such losses that the American 
Comptroller of the Currency—at that 
time Mr. John Skelton Williams— 
estimated them at a sum exceeding the 
whole cost of the Great War? Why, 
after the tremendous progress made 
during the war by the American pro- 
ducing classes, were there 7,000,000 of 
unemployed in the beginning of 19227 
And again, why was this period of de- 
pression suddenly converted into one 
of great prosperity which continued 
until a few months ago? 

Good Sound Currency 

After the Napoleonic wars, Sir 
Robert Peel and Lord Liverpool carried 
out a policy very similar to that which 
the Bank of England has heen follow- 
ing since 1920. Those statesmen did 
net think that the money which had 
enabled this country to carry on its 
industries and trade during those 
eventful years of war until after the 
Battle of Watertoo, and which furnish- 
ed this country with prosperity in spite 
of the blockade which Napoleon de- 
clared against England, was ood 
enough in times of peace; and so they 
determined to establish what they 
called “the good cound currency” based 
upon gold, The people’s money which 
Pitt had furnished and which con- 
stituted the main purchasing power for 
carrying on trade was destroyed and 
an insufficient supply of a more ex- 
peusive currency was substituted, with 
the result the’ trade dectined, factories 
and mills closed, bankruptcies and un- 
employment increased, and a deluge of 
social misery swept the country, end- 
ing findly tu ow i: now known as 
the “Hungry Forties That lesson 
should have been sufficient to enable 
any statesman to learn the folly and 
crime of such a terrible experiment. 
It was due entirely to certain accidents 
at the end of the “forties’—pccording 
to Mr. Disraeli (afterwards Lord 
Beaconsfield) —that this country was 
saved from final ruin. ‘These accidents 
were the discoveries of gold in Aus- 
tralia and California, which tended to 
reverse the debt inflation policy of Peel, 
and gave trade and industry an im- 
petus, which carried the nation on 
successfully until the Franco-German 
War in 1870. Anyone who wil] take 
the trouble to investigate the condi- 
tions of trade in this and other coun- 
tries will find one unfailing cause of 
trade depression, and that is the 
system of currency deflation. Similar- 
ly, every great trade reviva) has ;becn 
preceded or accompanied by an ex- 
p.nsion of the currency.

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Little notice was 
paid by contem- 
poraries to the 
very unusual oc- 
eurrence in the 
Supreme Court during the week, 
that is, the appearance of two 
King's Counsel together on one 
side. Such, of course, is expected 
at Home when a big case is being 
heard, but the number of K.C.’s 
practising here is restricted. 
Those who have the distinction 
are his Honour the Chief Justice 
(Sir Henry Gollan, C.B.E.), the 
Attorney-General (the Hon. Sir 
Joseph: Kemp, C.B.E.). the Hon. 
Sir Henry Pollock, LL.D., Mr. 
C.‘G. Alabaster, C.B.E., and Mr. 
Eldon Potter. Sir Henry Gollan 
is on the Bench; Sir Joseph Kemp 
is engaged on the legislative side 
and seldom appears in Court, 
except when a new barrister-at- 
law or solicitor is admitted; and 
Sir Henry Pollock sives most of 
his time to the Colony as Senior 
Unofficial member of both the 
“Executive and Legislative Coun- 
cils. So that the only K.C.’s who 
really can be said to be accepting 
briefs regularly ure Mr. Alabaster 
and Mr. Potter. And they both 
appeared for the defence in the 
Chinese borrowing note case in 
original jurisdiction. Without 
recourse to the files, we think we 
are correct in saying that a good 
many years have passed since 
there were more than one King’s 
Counsel acting for one party ina 
civil case in Hong Kong. In the

General Hung Shiu-lun's career 
came toa rather ignoble end 
when he was travelling incognito 
from Hong Kong tu Shanghai on 
one of the trans-Pacifie giants. 
The morning before arrival in 
Shanghai, a saloon “boy” shot the 
General—and paid the penalty. 
The assassin, it is recalled with a 
shudder, was glorified as a mar- 
'tyred patriot by the regime which 
let extremism and labourism run 
zmok in Canton jn 1925, General 
lung was then in public dislike. 
He had sided with Chen Chiung- 
ming in the great break from the 
late Dr. Sun Yat-sen, the father 
of the Revolution. And that is 
why the professed followers of 
Dr. Sun took his life. Prior to 
that, however, General Hung was 
“very thick” with both Dr. Sun 
znd Chen Chiung-ming. In fact, 
it, is common knowledge that 
these two paid for his defence in 
Hong Kong.

Tuchun Lung Chai-kwong bad- 
ly wanted Hung Shiu-lun sent up 
from Hong Kong. 
robbery and murder in the hinter- 
lund of Bias Bay was trumped up 
because he could not be extradited 
merely for being a political op- 
ponent.

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Attention having 
been drawn in these 
columns last week 
to the fact that 
newspapers and 
books ure not sent Home via 
Siberia, but that papers are sent 
out from Home via the Overland 
route, further developments have 
been recorded. A reader of last 
Sunday's paragraph wrote to the 
“China Mail” asking for informa. 
tion which Mr. N. L. Smith, the 
Postmaster-General, kindly fut- 
nished. It was to the effect that 
the Hong Kong administration is 
losing money even at present 
when only letters are despatched 
via Siberia, the rates of which are 
high. And that at (lower) paper 
rates, the loss would be greater.

Every year the Kowloon-Canton 
Railway und the river steam- 
boats reap a harvest out of the 
thousands whe go back to the in- 
terior for a few days or a few 
weeks and then return again to 
hormal duty for another year. 
Says the “Encyclopaedia Sinica,” 
‘tis the great festival with 
which, toward the end of the 
sccond moon, the Chinese greet 
the Spring. Formerly it was the 
time of rekindling the fires which 
had heen extinguished for three 
days. The feast is universally 
olserved, and while it is a time 
of pleasure making, picnics, ete., 
it is especially the time when 
honour is paid the departed 
spirits. Ry. family presents 
offerings before the tablets and 
vraves of their dead; and the 
sraves are swept, tidied up and 
repaired.. There are indications 
that these practices were 
observed in 700 B.C. and they 
may be compared with similar 
‘ustoms among other peoples as 
well as with the Christian Easter.

Of these the last is the most cen- 
trally situated and moreover in- 
cludes rooms to suit moderate as 
well as large incomes, though all 
three are run by the same man- 
agement, They have their own 
launches so that the traveller, 
having pointed out his baggage to 
the porter, can go ashore with a 
free mind and cross the harbour 
by the Kowloon Ferry which runs 
every five minutes.

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Hong Kong And Li Chai-sum 


URING the week the persistent rumours with reference to the 
D fate of Marshal Li Chai-sum have been received in this Colony 
with considerable misgivings. The Government and community 
here cannot, as has so often been emphasised during the past four 
years, directly or indirectly, associate themselves with the 
internal strife in Chin> ror can they influence in any way the policies 
of those in control in the two Kwangs. All that can be done here 
is to express i pious hope that whoever may be in power in Canton 
may be favourably disposed towards this Colony and may be relied 
upon to further by every legitimate means the natural trade be- 
tween the two centres, ; 

Whilst Canton was in a disturbed condition,on previous occa- 
sions not only was the trade of this Colony — to mention 
the stifing «forts of the Communists during t rike and subse- 
quent boyeott—but piracy and brigandage were rampant. The 
Kwangtung authorities were too busily engaged in other directions 
with the sword to devote any time to the suppression of lawless 
activities of others on the West River and in the vicinity of Bias 
Bay. Then with the advent of Marshal Li Chai-sum in supreme 
charge at Carton came a breathing space-—a period of tutelage as 
the Nutionalist leaders were so fond of declaring. Kwangtung’s 
domestic affairs were given considerably more attention, the lead 
of the British Navy was followed to some extent in endeavouring 
to rid Bias Bay of its pirate hordes, and trade between Canton and 
Hong Kong bexan to show welcome signs of stimulation. More- 
over, there sprang up between the respective Governments of 
Kwangtung and Hong Kong a genuine friendship that was promis- 
.ng well for the welfare of both when, unhappily, the internal strife 
in China was renewed and Marshal Li Chai-sum became a pri- 
soner in the hands of Marshal Chiang Kai-shek. 


It would not be becoming on the part of the British people here 
lo attempt to arbitrate between Marshal Li Chai-sum and his 
perhaps more famous teader in the Nationalist Government as estab- 
wished at Nanking. What China chooses to do within her own bor- 
Jers is no concern of outside Powers or peoples so long as the safety 
of the latter are not imperilled and so long as trade is permitted to 
follow its natural bent. But, knowing the dire result of unrest and 
disquietude in Canton in recent years, we can only deplore that 
such acute differences have arisen between the two Marshals and 
that Canton for the time being is deprived of the personal services 
of Marshal Li Chai-sum. No man, of course, is indispensable—the 
Great War amply proved the truth of that axiom—but that in itself 
need not deter us from regretting the fact that Li Chai-sum’s life 
.s in imminent peril. A friend “at court” can never be despised, but 
vather welcomed. And with the passing of time between the Can- 
ion disturbances of 1925-27 and the present imbroglio it was de- 
monstrated on not a few occasions that the policy and personality 
of Li Chai-sum were such as to commend itself to the British— 
Government and people alike—in this Colony. 

It would be idle to attempt to forecast the future, even if Li 
Chai-sum escapes with his life. No one can dare to predict who will 
succeed him in Canton—assuming that the Nanlting Government 
comes out on top in the present civil warfare. And merely to hope 
that his successor will be permeated with the same friendly senti- 
ment toward our own Government and our own people. will not take 
us very far. In the many crises of the past the British have ever 
shown a sincere desire to be of service to Canton, and our traders 
here have at all times endeavoured to take the fullest advantage of 
legitimate trade opportunities with Canton. ae policy has always 
paid, as it will likewise pay when the present war clouds are dis- 
sipated and peace is restored in Canton at least once more.

Wireless & Gramophone 
Influence 


There has been an amusing dia- 
cusafon in the London “Musical 
Times" on the subject of the in- 
fluence of wireless and gramo- 
phones upon singers and players 
the family circle. This is a 
question that is not confined to 
any one country. lt is debated 
everywhere, and usually there is a 
note of regret, perhaps alarm, In 
the suggestions that are made that 
for music in the homes reliance is 
now being placed almost entirely 
upon the radio and the record. 
Do we not hear the remark in 
Hong Kong nearly every day that 
since the introductior of the in- 
novations the young people—and 
the old, too—“rarely touch the 
piano,” and leave their singing 
neglected. 

Here is what “Ariel” in the 
“Musical Times” writes:—"“Once 
More we are being told on all sides

that, owing to wireless and the 
gramophone, the domestic musician 
is silent—or, in the fashionable 
jargon, has ceased to function. 
‘On all sides’: I should have said, 
on aj] sides but one, and it hap- 
pens that the missing one is the 
most important. 1 allude, of 
course, td the domestic circle it- 
self. Mr. Aldous Huxley devoted 
a recent article in the ‘Daily Mail’ 
to showing that all the world and 
hia wife have given up perform- 


; ing and are becoming mere listen- 


ers And our contemporary, 
"Musical News and Herald’ says 
‘The gramophone, wireless, joy- 
and, above all, dancing 
have literally ousted music out of 
the home, . . . Papa is no long- 
er asked to perpetuate his nau- 
tical song after dinner, and 
Mamma never practises the plano, 
because no one asks her to play’.” 

In most families the nautical 
song of the head of the family 
was never a great blessing-—and 
few enjoyed it, however warm the 
thanks may have been that follow- 
ed it. As for mamma's piano solo 
there is a spirit of gallantry 
among us, and her execution of a 
few “pieces” that delighted her 
parenta and friends in the days of 
her youth, before the gramophone 
was Invented, would stil) claim ex- 
clamations of admiration.

Fire at Shaukiwan 

On the night of Jan. 4, 1929, 
a great fire broke out in 
Shaukiwan destroying over 650 
huts, and rendering homeless 
the occupants thereof. We im- 
mediately dispatched to the 
spot our ambulance, fully loaded 
with padded coats for distribution 
to the unfortunate sufferers. More 
than 20 refugees from this fire were 
admitted to the hospital’s Home 
for Destitutes. We thank the Hon. 
Mr. H. T. Creasy, Director of 
Public Works, for allowing the re- 
fugees’ huts to remain until after 
the Chinese New Year. 

8.8. “Hsin Wah” 

‘On Jan. 16, 1929, we received a 
letter from the China Merchants 
5. N. Co. stating that the ss. 
“Hsin Wah” had run on a rock and 
sunk near the Waglan Lighthouse. 
More than 300 passengera were 
drowned. A few of my colleagues 
and I at once went to the office of 
the steamship company to investi- 
gate, and returning to the hospital 
we called an urgent meeting to dis- 
cuss the matter. As a result, we 
angaged two steam launches for 
towing two junks to go out to the 
place of disaster, in order to pick 
up any survivors. Some of my 
fellow-directors and I went together 
with some nurses and dressers to 
she scene of the disaster to super- 
yise the work of relief. We must 
‘xpress thanks to Mr. R. A. D. 
forrest, Assistant to the Secretary 
for Chinese Affairs, for arranging 
vo send two Water Policemen to go 
with us to afford protection to the 
relief party. Many refugees were 
saved by a fisherman, Wong Mei, 
whose junk licence number was 
2,603. .On the advice of the Hon. 
Mr. K. A.C. North, we patd $500 
to Wong Mei out of the Emergency 
Fund as a reward to him. 

Tung Wah Eastern Hospital 

We must express our heartfelt 
thanks to the Government for hav- 
ing allotted a piece of land at 
Sookumpoo for the erection of our 
Branch Hospital. We thank Your 
Excellency for your gracious pre- 
sence at the ceremony of laying the 
foundation stone on May 4, 1928. 
As the Tung Wah Eastern Hospital 
will soon be completed, we, with 
the permission of the Hon. Mr. 
R. A. C. North, invited the Sugar 
and Medicine Dealers Guilds to 
nominate a representative each to 
serve as a Director vn our Board 
for the year 1929. I am glad to 
be able to report to Your Excellency 
that as the result of the strenuous 
efforts of the Building Fund Com- 
mittee, the amount of subscription 
was increased from $363,940 to

Indisputable Witnesses

enough, to photograph the scene 
of the accident, If not, you can 
sketch it diagramatically, and 
pace out the various distances 
concerned. It is better to have a 
policeman, or the representative 
of one of the motoring organisa- 
tions on the spot, if possible, 

The same advice in regard to 
avoiding argument applies if we 
fall foul of the police in any 
way. If you happen to be cnught 
in a polite trap, try and look upon 
it as bad luck, and polish up 
such homely proverbs na “A still 
tongue maketh a wise head,” or 
“Silence is golden.” Never blame 
the police, for after all they are 
only doing their duty. Also, your 
comments fn the natural heat of 
the moment will not sound so 
witty when they are road in the 
police court, und will probably 
cost you an extra pound or so.

Mr. Mervyn O'Gorman, vice- 
chairman of the R.A.C., who gave 
evidence before the Royal Com- 
mission on Transport, has now 
written to the Commission on the 
subject. In‘hia evidence he urged 
the abolition of the use of red as a 
danger signal and the substitution 
of aymbols. » Te 

In his letter Mr. O'Gormad 
apologises for a plip. in missing a 
decimal’ point. He had atated 
that 26 per cent. of the male 
population were partially or total- 
ly: colour-blind. This proportion 
should ‘be 2.6 per cent. 

“But | have not misled the Com- 
misgion as to the serious objection 
to ‘the continuance of placing re- 
liance on red, apart from form and 
grotnding .of symbols or lights,” 
he, writes. “Of 71,994 men 
examined, 2,653 were found to be 
éolour-blind. 

“Expanding this figure 
7,000,000 drivers (including 
cyclists) mi England, 250,000 per- 


sons, af whom the great majority 
“are’ unaware of their defect, are 
}unwarned by mere colour, or are 


less clearly warned than the au- 
thorities expect and believe. 

“A fraction,of this number would 
puffice to enforce, ‘my plea which 
was solely directed to assist to- 
wards safety ‘on the road, Actual- 
jy, owing to the careful rejection 
of . the, colour-blind from many 
ocoupations (railways, sailors, 
pilots, fliers, those engaged in 
wool sorting, dye works, paint- 
making and paint-using, and many 
in the textile industries,) those who 
remain available to drive on the 
road are‘chosen, from a concen- 
trate of the colour-blind.” 

Mr. O’Gorman also pointed out 
that there are few colour-blind 
women—about one-fortieth of the 
number of males. 


‘PUSH-CYCLES 


By-Law That Should Be 
Enforced 


A new by-law was recently intro- 
duced by the Colombo Municipality 
prohibiting the rider of a pedal- 
cycle from carrying any other per- 
son on the machine. 

This by-law was brought in at 
the instance of the Automobile 
Club of Ceylon which pointed out 
the danger, both to the push cyclist 
and the motorist, of the practice 
of the cyclist carrying another 
person on his cycle. 

The by-law which has been in 
force from January 1 ‘this year does 
not, however, appear to be en- 
forced by the Police, and the 
Automobile Club is making strong 
representations to the Police to 
take action. 

Writing about this by-law to the 
“Ceylon Observer” the Secretary 
of the -Automohile Club states :-— 

“To the motorist particularly, 
this restriction means the removal 
in ‘Colombo of what has been 


hitherto. a very ferious Menace on 


our. roads. 

Judged by the actual number of 
accidents in which cyclists have 
been -inyolverd, this risk might be 
put down by the casual observer 
as almoat negligible, but on how 
many oceasiona has the quick 
action and the driving skill of a 
motorist saved the thoughtless 
cyclist from serious harm? 

"tt would be interesting to know 
whether there is a motorist in 
Ceylon who has not, at some time 
or another, ‘felt that cold shiver 
down‘ the spine, as a cyclist swerves 
across his path entirely without

A Commemoration

By looking carefully about, the 
alert person will discover other 
and numerous beautiful details.
